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Work begins on new homes 

BID TO LIMIT NUMBER OF HOUSES FAILS AS BUILDING GETS UNDER WAY 


A BID to limit the number of houses to 
be built north of Rowan Drive through 
the Communities Secretary has failed, 
and construction work is in full swing. 

The resident who led the bid, Ian Danby, has 
confirmed that Secretary of State for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government, The Rt Hon Sajid 
Javid, will not call in and examine East Devon 
District Council’s (EDDC) decision to grant 
planning permission for 36 dwellings. 

A group of residents, who would have been 
happy with up to 30 houses on the site, said that 
outline planning permission was based on an 
outdated Local Plan, so in breach of the current 
plan. 

Led by Mr Danby, they submitted a request 
for the Secretary of State to call in and examine 
EDDC’s decision. 

What was a complex planning matter split 
and caused conflict within Seaton Town Coun¬ 
cil. 
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The planning committee voted in favour (5-4) 
of formally backing the residents’ request for 
the Secretary of State to get involved. 

But developer Baker Estates immediately re¬ 
quested a review by full council. 

The request was granted and full town council 
met in late February and overruled the plan¬ 
ning committee 6-3, deciding not to support the 
residents’ request. 

The developer announced this month that 
construction work 
has started and Mr 
Danby confirmed the 
Secretary of State 
would not get in¬ 
volved. 

Mr Danby said: “The 
Secretary of State de¬ 
cided not to call the 
application in because 
the case Tell below his 
radar’ and did not 
meet his criteria for 
investigation, not be¬ 
cause we were wrong. 

“The Local Govern¬ 
ment Ombudsman is 
presently considering 
the case. 

“His role is looking 
into the way EDDC 
dealt with the applica¬ 
tion as far back as nec¬ 
essary to 2013 when 
the original applica¬ 


tion was made, but particularly the July 2015 
outline application and 2017 full application. 

“In practice, whatever his conclusions, it is 
extremely unlikely numbers will be affected. 

He has no powers to compel, as a recent case 
in Plymouth has shown. 

“This is why the matter was referred to Sec¬ 
retary of State initially.” 

Construction work recently got under way 
and Baker Estates technical director Graham 
Hutton oversaw the official ground breaking. 

He said: “Planning permission was only 



granted recently and it’s fantastic to see that 
we’ve already made excellent progress. 

“We are really proud of the design of this de¬ 
velopment. We have taken great care to ensure 
it respects all of our neighbours and the fantas¬ 
tic landscape in which it sits.”

New rules for dog 
owners in East Devon 


EAST Devon District Council hopes to encourage 
more responsible dog ownership with a new 
Public Space Protection Order. 

Following public consultation between Decem¬ 
ber 2016 and January 2017, councillors at East 
Devon District Council have approved new mea¬ 
sures in the form of a Public Space Protection 
Order (PSPO) to encourage more responsible 
dog ownership across the district. 

The new PSPO, which incorporates tighter dog 
controls, was approved - together with a PSPO 
relating to a ban on the feeding of seagulls on 
seashores and promenades - by the council's 
cabinet in April. Both PSPOs will be enforced by 
council officers while they are out and about in 
the local community. 

One major new provision in the PSPO is that 
dogs must be kept on leads on roads and pave¬ 
ments. 

The idea being that the dog is under more con¬ 
trol around traffic and if they come into contact 
with other members of the public or dogs using 
the roads and pavements. 

The existing controls transferred into the new 
orders, with some minor improvements, are: 

• No dogs are allowed in any council 
maintained children's play areas and 
some other play areas and playing fields; 

• All dog owners must always pick up after 
their dogs wherever they walk in public places; 

• Dogs must be kept on leads on most formal 
garden areas, in some playing fields and on the 
walkways next to East Devon beaches; 

• Dogs are not allowed on the main areas of 
the town beaches of Exmouth, Budleigh 
Salterton, Sidmouth, Beer and Seaton during 
the summer (however, the ban on dogs at Beer 
is for the smaller West beach, while the main 
area of Beer beach is now subject to a new 
dogs on lead restriction); 

• Dog walkers are not allowed to be in control 
of more than six dogs at one time and they 
must put their dogs on a lead if asked to do so. 

Although council officers in the environmental 
health team respond to enquiries and complaints 
about dogs, members of the public can also pro¬ 
vide information about problems caused if these 
orders are not complied with. Any enforcement 
will be proportionate and will focus primarily on 
advice and education, although fixed penalties 
of £80 will be issued in all cases where there is 
sufficient evidence of harm and consequence.

died in January 2016. 

Following his death 
Devon and Cornwall 
Police say they were 
five weeks away from 
submitting a file to 
the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service in which 
they sought a new de¬ 
cision on whether to 
prosecute him. 

The file was submit¬ 
ted to the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service three 
months after Black’s 
January 2016 death, 
although the Crown 
Prosecution Service 
stated that they would 
not be making a post¬ 
humous decision on 
charging Black. 

Mr Faithfull said: “I 
have reason to believe 
that Genette is buried 
in Aylesbeare church¬ 
yard and has been 
there from the begin¬ 
ning. 

“My understanding 
is that the person who 
first informed Devon 


and Cornwall Police 
about a grave in the 
churchyard in 1978 as 
having been dis¬ 
turbed insisted until 
his death that the 
place where he identi¬ 
fied has never been 
searched. 

“On the weekend on 
which Genette Tate 
went missing there is 
believed to have been 
a burial taking place 
in the churchyard. 

“Such a burial has 
never been recorded 
in the church records. 

“There are further 
pieces of information 
which, as they in¬ 
clude people’s names, 
are not included in 
this leaflet. 

“I would be very 
grateful for any fur¬ 
ther information re¬ 
lating to this subject. 

“The purpose of me 
standing for parlia¬ 
ment is so that I will 
have the benefit of 


parliamentary privi¬ 
lege, free to talk 
openly about the case, 
without the risk of 
prosecution for slan¬ 
der or libel. 

“My aim is to bring 
closure to this case, 
which has haunted 
many people’s lives 
for many years.”

carried out crucial exercises in 1943 in the 
lead up to D-Day on beaches that closely repli¬ 
cated those huge expanses of sand accompa¬ 
nied by steep dunes on the Normandy Coast, 
in particular ‘Omaha’ beach. 

But this walk has little sand to see and is in 
fact dominated by the dramatic Morte slate 
with its rugged rocky quality and imposing 
shadows, the nearby village of Morthoe has a 
section dedicated to the numerous ship¬ 
wrecks, five in 1852 alone, that litter this 
area. 

The spring is a great time to also appreciate 
the plentiful, hard wearing gorse bushes with 
their vivid yellow which perfectly compli¬ 
ment the clear blue skies and lush green 
vales - but do beware the cliff edges as the un¬ 
forgiving rocks below await - Morte Point 
translates to death point!. 

The walk took us about two hours in total - 
including the obligatory coffee and banana 
stop - and is perfect for a half day jaunt, pro¬ 
viding the sun shines.

WELCOME to Herbie & Hilda’s journey 
around the South West Coast Path. The route, 
regularly referred to as one of the most beau¬ 
tiful yet diverse in the world, stretches for 
630-miles from Minehead to Poole. 

As we are both still working we are unable 
to complete the path in one strenuous six- 
week walk as others have done. 

Instead, we plan to jump around the route 
in random places taking in smaller - bite 
sized - walks that would appeal to most. We 
have already completed approximately 15 per 
cent of the 630 miles prior to this first instal¬ 
ment, but will recap on these at a later date. 

You can follow our trek which will include 
notable landmarks or points of interest, in 
the form of this column that will pop-up at 
regular intervals as and when we cross off an¬ 
other stretch. 

To start with we headed off for a week in 
Woolacombe in North Devon and the rugged 
Atlantic Coast. 

Walk One - Woolacombe to Morte 
Point (and back): total 4 miles 
Most jaunts on the North Devon coast, partic¬ 
ularly in March, will be bracing with a fresh 
wind off the Atlantic Ocean, this one had 
plenty of this, but with warm sunshine too. 

We headed east from out our base in Woola¬

"ON ONE level I am standing because I realised 
that unless I did stand there would be no one on 
the ballot paper who actually lives in Exmouth, 
which is by far the biggest settlement in East 
Devon. 

"There are some specific issues that interest me 
though; when the Dean of Wells spoke the eulogy 
at Harry Patch's funeral on August 6th 2009 he 
spoke the words: 'Harry believed the world could 
be repaired'. 

"Those words struck a chord with me but I am 
running out of time to help make them come 
true. 

"If elected I will read Wilfred Owen's letter to his 
mother from New Year's Eve 2017 at Exmouth war 
memorial on Remembrance Sunday and in 
2018 - when Remembrance Sunday actually falls 
on Armistice Day itself - I hope to report on any 
progress made.

VILLAGE halls, community buildings and 
community shops can all benefit from a new 
East Devon District Council grant scheme. 

East Devon District Council is urging rural 
local communities who are planning capital 
building projects or refurbishments to apply 
for financial help from its Community Build¬ 
ings Fund. 

The Community Building Fund is an EDDC 
grants scheme which helps fund projects for 
village halls, community buildings and com¬ 
munity shops by offering grants of anything 
up to £5,000. 

Community buildings and community 
shops that are within an area covered by a 
town council are not eligible to apply. 

The scheme's purpose is to help rural com¬ 
munity buildings and community shops all 
around East Devon with funding for projects 
such as new or improved toilet facilities, 
kitchen facilities, roof repairs, heating and 
new door fixtures. 

There are two closing dates for applications, 
throughout the year; these are are Friday, 
June 30th 2017 at 5pm and Friday, December 
15th 2017 at 5pm (EDDC say there is only lim¬ 
ited money available so if all funding is 
granted in June there will be none available 
in December). 

Interested applicants can find all the infor¬ 
mation they need, including application 
forms, on the East Devon website at www. 
eastdevon.gov.uk/grants-and-funding/com- 
munity-buildings-fund 

Mark Williams, chief executive of East Devon 
District Council, said: "I would urge any of our 
more rural community buildings and commu¬ 
nity shops that need funding to find out more 
about the grants available, and to apply if 
they're eligible.

Robin's nest halts demolition 


THE discovery of a robin's 
nest temporarily stopped de¬ 
molition work in Seaton. 

A tiny nest was tucked away 
behind the fascia board of 
the old Marsh Garage build¬ 
ing on what is now the East 
Devon District Council- 
owned Colyford Road depot. 

The robin and her clutch of 
chicks were found when a 
nesting bird survey was car¬ 
ried out in the building, 
which is a legal requirement 
before a building is to be de¬ 
molished. 

Jay Lambe, the council's 


service lead for regeneration 
and property, said: "The nest 
was hidden away so at first it 
wasn't so easy to find. 

"We think though that the 
hen was feeding at least 
three chicks in the nest and 
we didn't want to disturb this 
little family. The building was 
due to be demolished but 
just a few days before start¬ 
ing the work, the nest was 
discovered so we resched¬ 
uled the order of works on 
site so as not to intrude. 

"The robin and her chicks 
have flourished and the ecol¬ 


ogy expert from Devon 
Wildlife Trust believes that 
they have now flown the nest 
so we will be able to start the 
demolition works shortly. 

"Rescheduling the works 
did not cost the authority any 
more, although the timings 
for the demolition may mean 
that the work will be com¬ 
pleted a few days later than 
originally planned."

ORIGINALLY from Newport in Shropshire, 
baker and cake decorator Cathryn Andrews 
moved to Devon in 2007, having dreamt about 
living in the area since holidaying here as a 
child. 

She had baked since she was a little girl and 
started selling cakes at Honiton Market before 
opening her business Icing Occasions - origi¬ 
nally based in Honiton and now at Colyton 
Business Park in Wheelers Yard. 

She also recently launched the Heart of 
Colyton Facebook page. 

• HOW did you first become interested 
in baking and cake decorating? 

I made my first cake at the tender age of five. I 
loved being in the kitchen making cakes and 
cookies for my rather large family. 

I took home economics at school and passed 
all my exams to go on to catering school, but 
sadly due to costs I couldn't go because my 
parents couldn't afford it. I never lost interest 
though, and when I got married and had my 
three children, I would make their birthday 
cakes and donate to school cakes for raffles 
and people took notice. 

I started selling my cakes on Honiton Market 
thinking that this was as far as it would go, but 
always with that idea of a shop of my own one 
day. It wasn't until my marriage broke up in 
2012 that I decided that I wanted to have my 
own shop and came across the empty shop at 
Black Lion Court in Honiton. 

I outgrew Black Lion Court within six months 
and started looking elsewhere and took over a 
shop on Honiton High Street, and then after a 
year outgrew that one and moved to Colyton 
nearly three years ago, and set up on Colyton 
Business Park at The Wheelers Yard in Novem¬ 
ber 2015. 

• WHAT kind of services does 
Icing Occasions offer? 

Icing Occasions offers bespoke celebration 
cakes, as well as cold buffets for businesses, 
private functions and weddings. I also cater for

gluten, dairy and egg free and low sugar re¬ 
quirements. 

Icing Occasions has a little shop that sells 
cake boards, boxes, fondant paste and cake ac¬ 
cessories and I run classes on a one-to-one 
basis or classes that have no more than six for 
either baking or cake decorating. 

I have been busy lately with classes and re¬ 
cently had international, award-winning model 
artist Barbara Luraschi from Milan here for two 
days to teach a class for modelling sugar artists 
from across the country. 

Barbara will be back to Icing Occasions next 
year and hopefully some more award-winning 
teachers to show all who have never even tried 
to model that it is possible. 

I also just won the Best Cake Designer for 
Devon and Excellence Award for Wedding 
Cakes 2017 for Devon from the UK World Wide 
Business Review. 

• DO you have a favourite 
type of cake to bake? 

There are two - Swiss fruity meringues and my 
big favourite cake to bake is rich chocolate and 


cherry brandy. It's a very rich, fudgy but fruity 
cherry with cherry brandy and kirsch. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about the job?? 

I love meeting different people and their reac¬ 
tions when they have made something in my 
class, and when customers pick up their cake 
they have ordered and see their design come 
to fruition. I like all the lovely feedback I have 
had and when people tell me they will be back. 

• YOU set of the Heart of Colyton Facebook 
group. What's the aim of the group? 

I set up the Heart of Colyton Facebook Page 
because, working alone and often for hours not 
seeing a soul, I often wondered what was going 
on in the town. 

I felt that it was and is a great community and 
that everyone has the chance of sharing infor¬ 
mation that is or was going on in the town that 
sometimes we miss knowing about. 

I also wanted to get the community to realise 
that Colyton Business Park had businesses that 
you could make use of and that Colyton doesn't 
stop at the bridge on Green Lane. 

The page now has as businesses sharing their 
information, schools sharing what's going on, 
lost and found, flood warnings and information 
on local events. 


• HOW has it developed over time? 

The Heart of Colyton page has grown from 
strength to strength. We have people from 
across the globe that have family here or used 
to live here.

Railway club goes back to the 
beginning of the last century 


■ THORNCOMBE RAIL ACT¬ 
IVITIES CLUB: Ian Bennett 
entertained us with a series of 
visits to some of the many 
small railways that existed in 
England and Wales in the 
early years of the 20th cen¬ 
tury. 

Using a series of fascinating 
historic photos we saw the lo¬ 
comotives, many rather stran¬ 
ge, and the wide variety of an¬ 
cient rolling stock which was 
all the small railways could af¬ 
ford, together with scenes 
along the line and some of the 
stations. 

Very few ever made a profit 
and it was a surprise that 
some lasted into British Rail 
days. 

In the West Country we vis¬ 
ited the Bideford and Apple- 
dore railway, which used to 
run from the centre of Bide¬ 
ford, but with no connection 
to the mainline, before mov¬ 
ing to the long lamented Lyn- 
ton & Barnstaple line. 

This was an efficiently run 
line, although it could not 
compete with roads during 
the winters and succumbed in 
the 1930s. 

A much less efficient opera¬ 
tion was our next port of call 
with a visit to the Weston, 
Clevedon and Portishead Rail¬ 
way. 

This was one of the many 
small ramshackle lines run by 
Colonel Stephens. 

Another of the Colonel’s 
lines took us to the Kent & 


East Sussex Railway. Amaz¬ 
ingly this survived into BR 
days and is now, along the 
route south from Tenterden, a 
very successful preserved rai¬ 
lway. 

We then visited the quaint 
roadside Wantage Tramway, 
which was operated by steam, 
with one of its engines surviv¬ 
ing into the 1950s at a South 
Wales steelworks. 

Various other similar small 
railways were also briefly vis¬ 
ited before we left England. 

Next we visited Wales to see 
views of the Padarn Railway 
that took slates from the Di- 
norwic Slate Quarries to the 
main North Wales coast line. 

Wales also boasted the oldest 
public railway, the Swansea & 


■ SEATON AND DISTRICT ART

■ WHEN Sir Hugo Swire was a 
minister he was often accused 
by his closest opponent in 
the East Devon constituency, 
Claire Wright, of not speaking in 
Parliament for his constitu¬ 
ents.

WET and warm weather can create a 
breeding ground for pests and diseases 
attacking our crops. Hannah Stephenson 
looks at the problems we may encounter 
and reveals how to tackle them 

While the mild weather and heavy rain¬ 
fall of late may be good for the garden, 
it also provides an ideal breeding ground 
for pests and diseases. 

Rot and grey mould may attack straw¬ 
berry beds, codling moths could invade 
apple and plum trees, while aphids, car¬ 
rot fly and slugs and snails will undoubt¬ 
edly be doing their utmost to munch 
through our precious crops. 

So, who are the main culprits and what 
can we do about them?... 

Slugs and snails: These are the most 
persistent and troublesome pests in wet 
weather, as they have a taste for tender 
edible crops, including lettuces and 
beans, while below ground they can bur¬ 
row through potato tubers. Pick them off 
veg as you see them and be vigilant, par¬ 
ticularly after rainfall. Alternatively, 
spread really sharp grit around vulnera¬ 
ble plants or at the edge of vegetable 
beds. If you have veg in pots, try wrap¬ 
ping copper tape around the top of the 
pot, which acts like a tiny electric fence. 

Grey mould: This can be a real problem 
when strawberries are just starting to 
ripen. You need to avoid watering straw¬ 
berry beds as the fruit develops grey 
mould if it's in contact with wet ground. 
Try to stop the rot by sliding a strawberry 
mat around the collar of each plant, or 
tuck handfuls of straw around the plants 
to keep the fruit off the ground. 



Codling moths: The caterpillars of 
these small moths bore into apples and 
pears in summer, causing the fruits to 
ripen and drop early. Often you can see 
the small, brown, white-headed caterpil¬ 
lar at the core. To protect trees, set 
codling moth traps, which look like 
bright yellow or green tents, to which the 
insects are attracted, and then glued to 
the spot. Place a small amount of 
pheromone in the trap (this comes in the 
kit) to lure males in, and once they are 


out of the picture, females will remain in¬ 
fertile. 

Vine weevil: These beetles can prove 
devastating to plants, particularly those 
in pots, but also among strawberry 
plants. The beetles eat the leaves be¬ 
tween spring and summer while their 
white maggot-looking larvae eat the 
roots of the plant. Often the discovery of 
the larvae is made too late, when the 
grubs have literally chomped their way 
through the roots of the plant, effectively 
killing it. On mild spring or summer 
evenings, inspect plants and walls by 
torchlight and pick off the adult weevils, 
which are black with dull yellow mark¬ 
ings. To deter them, you can use biolog¬ 
ical nematodes Nemasys vine weevil 
killer in early spring or autumn, mixing 
with water and soaking the plant. Or use 
a special compost with an anti-vine-wee- 
vil ingredient when planting containers. 



Woolly aphid: These insects, which 
often invade apple trees, hide under a 
white fluff which is often mistaken for 
mould. The blackish brown aphids suck 
sap from the woody stems from spring 
and, if not tackled, are likely to spread to 
younger shoots by summer. Their dam¬ 
age can lead to lumpy growths in the 
bark, which can split in the winter, and 
lead to apple canker. Scrub colonies with 
a stiff bristled brush in spring or early 
summer. 



Carrot fly: If you haven't yet covered 
your carrots with fine insect-proof mesh, 
don't waste any time. It will also screen 
out greenfly and blackfly and won't trap 
heat underneath, so it can be used in 
summer. Grow tall-growing crops like 
Brussels sprouts away from the blanket 
covering, and make each plant an indi¬ 
vidual covering so they remain caterpil¬ 
lar-free. Plants that need pollinating to 
produce a crop, such as beans and cour¬ 
gettes, will need to be uncovered when 
they start flowering, to allow access for 
pollinating insects.

MASSAGE TECHNIQUES: Massaging the 
neck area and pressure points can help re¬ 
lieve pain. Even a little light kneading on 
the temples can bring relief. Applying 
pressure to the ridge of the neck and walk¬ 
ing your fingers from the shoulders up to 
the neck and down again can release ten¬ 
sion from the body. 


LIGHTS OUT: Taking time out, closing 
your eyes and lying down in a dark, quiet 
room for at least 20 minutes can help.

AND BREATHE: Take some deep breaths, 
and try to inhale deeply from your stom¬ 
ach, expanding and contracting the ab¬ 
domen, which clears the way for a full 
breathing cycle; sometimes ensuring 
there's a good flow of oxygen to the brain 
can help relieve pain.

HOT SHOWER: Taking a hot shower can 
bring welcome relief. The sensation of hot 
water flowing over the head is not only 
comforting, but can take your mind off the 
pain. Spritzing yourself with lavender 
water afterwards can also trigger a feeling 
of wellbeing. 


KEEP WELL-HYDRATED: Headaches can 
be caused by dehydration, so the best 
thing to do is take in plenty of fluids. Re¬ 
search suggests 16 to 32 ounces is the av¬ 
erage amount of water needed to feel 
hydrated. Start by taking small, regular 
sips and you should feel better in a couple 
of hours. 



CHAMOMILE TEA: A soothing cup of 
chamomile can help reduce inflammation 
and relieve anxiety. Chamomile contains 
compounds that can ease pain and relax 
you. Also available in liquid extract and a 
skin ointment, try dabbing it on the tem¬ 
ples. 


WALK IT OFF: A fast walk in the fresh air 
can help clear the mind. Circulating the 
system and filling your lungs with air will 
provide your body with much-needed oxy¬ 
gen. If it's a really bad headache, you can 
wear a pair of sunglasses to block out the 
sunlight.

In The Sprig of Thyme John Rutter has 
collected songs from across the British 
Isles to make up a colourful musical 
patchwork of human experience. 
Through simple, direct language and 
lilting melodies the songs tell us about 
the complexities of human life - espe¬ 
cially where love is concerned! 

Rutter says this about his feeling for 
the music: “For children growing up in 
post-war England as I did, traditional 
songs still form a common musical cur¬ 
rency. These songs brought me delight 
and pleasure then, and they still do 
now, though pleasure has become 
tinged with nostalgia because, for the 
most part, they are forgotten and gone 
from our lives, perhaps forever. The 
Sprig of Thyme is an affectionate trib¬ 


ute to their composers and poets; a few 
were renowned, most were obscure or 
unknown, but the songs they created 
were famous, and I remember them 
fondly.” 

During the 1890s, the Elgars spent a 
succession of holidays in Southern 
Bavaria, staying in Oberstdorf and 
Garmisch . The couple spent a number 
of evenings in local hostelries where 
they drank while watching displays of 
folk dances of the region. During the 
day they walked and admired the 
Alpine scenery. Both activities fired 
their imagination. On returning from 
their 1894 holiday. Elgar began work 
setting to music six poems Alice had 
written in the style of Bavarian folk¬ 
songs with their joyful alpine rhythms. 

Director of Music, Peter Parshall, will 
conduct the mixed voice choir of some 
fifty voices. 

Peter has established a reputation in 
the area as a very talented, conductor. 
Director of Music at Axminster Parish

As a composer, Peter has been com¬ 
missioned by choirs in the UK, Ireland 
and the USA and his music has been 
performed on the BBC and RTE net¬ 
works. He is the co-editor of the choral 
anthology, Weddings for Choirs

THE all-new GSX-R1000 will be available to test ride from 
a series of biker cafes this year, as Suzuki embarks on a 
summer tour of some of the most popular haunts in the 
country.
